The Emiopean Tmbroglio.

Tug Scol:a brings us two days' Inter news from

Jurope. The most important item of inlormnp-
tion 18 the reply ol Lovis Naronmox to Eurl
Cowirey. It comes from Paris by way of Vienna,
und is to the effect that during the late finsncial
panie in London, Earl CowLry, by order of the
Government, rolicited the emergetic mediation
of the Emperor Naroreox in favor of pescs, and
received from his Maiesty the following reply:—

¢+ “In tho years 1800 and 1884 England opposed my

roposals in referenee 1o the sctt'ement of the Vene-
ian and Boheswig-Haolstein questions. Now Eng-
Innud wants peace. 1 ma'so desiro peacs; bul as the
most favorable opportunities have beow iritterad
away, and a5 the conflicting intercats have been phs
mitted to reach o po at af which they must clash, T
ran ne longer assume the vesponsibility of erenta.””

That Is u very significant reply, and means
that war Is pretey nearly inevituble,

The London Times despalrs of peace. The
Conference bids fair to smount to nothing,
because the hostile powers refuse to submit to
its decistons the very questions sbout which
they are disputing. Austrin says, Oh yes, hold
your Conference; but understand berorelhinod
that you must not disouss the subjeet of my
ceding Venetia to I1aly on any tef#ms.”

And on the other hand, the Federal Diet at

Frankfort, on the 1st, accepted the invitation to |
the proposed Conference, with Lhe reservation |

that the question of Schleswig-lolstein and
federal reform sre matiers of an esentlally
German charaeler, so long as they do not affect
intarnational relations,

not deal, Napoleon has doubtless secen this
from the commencement, sud his great aom
will be to turn the Congress to &4 good account
as poasible for himselt and the course heintends
to pursue. He i8 master of the situation, and
he declares that the hostile inrerests “‘must
clash.™

Depository of Disbursing Officers.
Tas Senate, yesterday, passed the House bill
relative to the dispo-it‘aa to be made by dis-
bursing officers ol moneys remaining in their
hands. The bill makes it the duty of every dis-
bursing officer of the United States, buving any
public money intrusted to him for disbursement,
to deposit the same with the Treasurer, or some
one of the Assi=tant Trensurers of the United
Blates, and to draw for the same only as it may
be required for payments to be made by him in
pursuance of lawx: and all transfers lrom the
Treasurer of the United States to a disbursing
vfMcer shall be by draft or warrant on che Trea-
surer or an Assistant Treasurcr of the United
States; provided thatin places where there is
no Treasurer nor Asslsiant Treasurer of the
United Btates, the Secietary of the Treasury
may specially authorize, in writing, tne deposil
of such public money in any other public de-
pository.

To {noilitate the payments Lo public ereditors,
the second section provides that it any disburs-
ing officer of the United States shall deposic
any public money entrusted to him in any place
or in auy manner except as authorized by law,
or shall convert to his own use, or shall loan,
with or without interest, every such act shall
be deemed and adjudged an embezzlement of
the money so deposited,

The third section provides that any bank or
broker, or olher person not an authorized de-
pository of public money, who shall knowingly
recelve ifom any disbursing officer or collector
of internal revenuve, or other agent of the
United States, any public money on deposit, or
by way of loan or accommodation, in so doing
ghall be, for every such act, deemed and adjudged
guilty of an embezzlement, and sny President,
Cashler, Teller, Director, or other officer of a
bank, who shall violate any of the provisions
of this act, shall be adjudged guilty of wn em”
bezzlement ol public woney, and punished as
provided,

The adoption of such a law as this Is a needed
reform in & matter of groat importance to the
netion. The recent example of the failure of a
Washington bank and the loss to the Govern-
ment of over hall & million of dollars, is the
most cogent argument in favor of preventing the
officers having the selection of a depository for
the funds io their possession. The wast power
which has been thus vested has been in the
grealer number of cases faithfully exerclsed,
but the opportunity for evil has been fully
demonsirated by the evidently fraudulent sotion
of the Paymaster in the capital, Under the new
system no discretion is given to the officer. Toe
Treasurer or Assigtant Treasurer will be the re-
oipients, and in their bands the moneys of the
public will be safe. [t also groatly resiricts the
amount of funds in the hands ol the paymasters,
They will not hereatter pay the subordinates in
currency, but in orders on the designated deposi-
toriea. By thls arrangement the Government
secures for itsell the juterest on the sums which
would otherwise bave gone to swell the perqui-
sites of the public servants. The new plan
peculinrly commends itself, and we can see no
objection to It, unless It comes from these whose
emoluments are curtailed by the reform.

Bail for Jeff. Davis” Refused.

Tae reply of Judge Uxperwoop to the applica-
tion of JerrERsox Davia’ counsel for his release
on bail, is short and to the point. He says that
“Davig was urrested under s proclamation of
the President, charging bhim with conspiracy in
the aesassination of the late President LiNcoLn.
He has been held ever since, and is now held, as
a military prisoner. He ls nol, and never has
been, in the costody of the Marshal for the Dis-
triet of Virginia, and he iz not, therefore, within
the power of the court.” Hence, while this
condition remains, no proposition for bail can
e entertained.

This leaves the whole subject in the hands of
the President. The opinion of the House of
Representatives upon the releasing of Davis was
forcibly expressed, yesterday, by the passage of
the following preamble and resolution, by & vots
of 106 to 19:—

Whereas, It 18 notorious that Jewrxnson Davis
was the leader of the late Rebellion, and {s gui vy of
treason under the laws of the United States; and
whereas, By the proeiamation of the FPresiden!, of
May, lﬂéﬁ. sald Davis was charg d with complioily
in the assassination of Prestdent Lixcons, and sald
proclamation has uot been rovoked nor annulled;
thereiore, be it

Hesclved, As the opinion of the Honse of Repro.
seniptives, that said Davis should be beid in ous-
tody s a prisoner aad subjec ed te s trisl accord-
o to the laws of the land.

The Increase of Fires.
Newerarek readers cannot have failed to notice,
for some months pasi, the alarming incresse in
the number of firea occurring lu various parts
of the country. Of course, our great citles hayve
saffered most; but the ravages of these confla-
grations have extended to smaller towns, and
especlully to the boats on our Western rivers,
Published siatlstics in the city of New York
show & very large increase of fires there during
the past year. The lossea from fire have also
been very large in our own city during the same
thme,

There seems no doubt that incendiarism is,
from some cause or other, on the lnorease. The
fmcility with which this crime is committed, the
difficnlty of detecting it, and the fearful oppor-
tunities it offers for gratifylng revenge, make it
peculiarly attractive to s certaln class of very
dangerous crimlosls.

Few persons reflect upon the Immense loss Lo
the community st large resulting from fires, We
#peak of logses, in s0me lastances, belng “oovered
by insurance,” but the whole business of insur-
ance itsell is merely the machivery by which an
Individusl loss s parcelled out among s large
number of persons. It adds nothing 1o the aggre:

eate wealth of the community, but is really a
tax upon it.

Our protection agslust fires must be songht
in grast part in measuces of provention., im all
large and ologely bulll eitios, bulldines ought to
fire-proot, or so nesrly so as to prevent the pos-
slbility of a w despread conflagration. Mills,
iactories, and other large and valuable bhuild-
mgs, even when staoding alone, ‘ought to be
oonstructed w th special reference to their safety
fiom fire. The originsl cost of such buildings
may be more, but the saving in the long run
wilL.be sure to vastly overbalance it,

Inventors have long and vainly sought some
niore rapid and essy method of extinguishing
fites then we now possess  “Fire Annlbilators”
have been announ-ed, but they have falled to
be practically efflelent. Water still remains as
tho only rellable ally we bave, The steam fire

engine is the greatest of oar modern improve.
mentsin the mesns for applyine watcr to barn-
ing buildings. Whether we have yot reached
the Jimit in that direction may be gquestioned.
